THE IRISH DECLARATION 


A RINGING ARRAYMSENT OF ENG- 
LAND'S NATIONAL CRIME. 


Tne Trish National Loague of America Org nized 
with Mr. Suihvan as President—The Deciara- 
tion of Principies—Organiaation of State 
Bodies Provided For—Notes., Evo, 


PartapE pata, April 27.—The Irish national 
convention was called to order a little before 
11 o'clock. The chair asked if the committees 
on organization and resolutions were ready 
with a report. Dr. O'Reilly anneunced 
that the committee on resolutions had 
prepared a report, but were not ready to 
present that report. Colonel Michael Boland, 
chairman of the committee on organization, 
said the committee on organization 
would not be ready to report 
until after the committee on resolutions had 
reported, as after a long debate the commit- 
tee on organization had not been quite able 
to agreeon the number of officers for the 
National league or its exact scheme of gov- 
ernment. Colonel Bdlafid therefore moved 
that when recess be taken it be taken for two 
hours to allow the committee on organization 
to perfect its report. Carried. 

TAFFY FROM SUNSET COX, 

he secretary then read, by unanimous con- 
sent, a communication from Hon. 8. 8. Cox, 
of New York, congratulating the convention 
on what it had achieved, and declaring that 
it was impossible for Ireiand toremain under 
the Lritish government on account of the 
commercial restrictions, of the latter there 
were 28,243 able bodied men engaged in keep- 
ing peace while there were but 21,000 en- 
gaged in teaching. The uncertainty of 
land tenure and of the political sta- 
tus and the standing army of spies ge to 
render Ireland the werst governed country in 
the world. The agitation for liberty will £O 
on; questions of extradition, citizens’ rights, 
etc.. 1f considered by the convention must 
be viewed inthe light of lessons of recent 
events. Edward O’Meagher Condon then 
moved that the thanks of this convention be 
tendered Hon. 8. 8. Cox. Carried. On Mrs. 
Parneli’s entrance she was heartily cheered. 
Futher Boylan, of county Cavan, Ireland, ac- 
dressed the couvention amid much applause. 
He said now John Bull would be put on one 
horn of the Irish dilemma and the landlord 
on the other, while Pat would milk the cow. 
He complimented the spirit in which the 
American press treated the Irish question. 
America bad given Irishmen emplcyment, 
but Irishmen bad done America’s hardest 


work on fields of both peace and war. The 


entire convention arose to its feet and cheer- 
ed Father Boylan tumultuously. Cries for 
‘‘Betts’’ were heard, (Episcopalian minister 
who nomipated Father Darney yesterday.) 
The chairman said Dr. Betts was not in the 
hall. 

THE IRISH IN SCOTLAND. 

Father Agnew, formerly of Scotiand, dele- 
gate of the United Manhattan league, ad- 
dressed the convention. He said the trish in 
England and Scotland would have been first 
to feel the effects of any intemperate action 
on the part of this convention, and he was 
vlad to congratulate the delegates that their 
action had so far been wise and moderate. A 
telegram of sympathy from the Irishmen of 
Wilmington, N. C., was read by the secretary. 
[t was moved that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to the Rev. Fathers Boylan und Age 
new. Mr. Carney, of Massacausetts, said, 
while discusfing this motion, that every 
Scottish clergyman had for many years en 
deayored to denationalize every Irishman 
who crossed.the channel. Carney, amid 
hisses and confusion, was pronounced out of 
order. The motion for a vote of thanks was 
then carried. At 11:40 a recess was taken 
for two hours to await the reports of the com- 
mittees, 

THE IRISH DECLARATION, 

The convention was again called to order 
it 2:25 p. m., and Dr. Charles O'Reilly, chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions, re- 
ported a preamble and resolutions. The pre- 
amble is iong, and isa powerful arraignment 
of England for crimes of every conceivable 
haracter against Ireland as a nation, and 
[rishmen as individuals. It proceeds as fol- 


lOws: 


The Irish-American people, assembled in conven- 
tion at fFliladeiphia, supmit to the intellige nce 
aud right reason of their fellowmen, that the duty 
of coverumentis to preserve the iives of the goverh- 
eq, wextend thelr slverty, lo proveci tielr property, 
lo HAIDA pexce and order, toalow each person o! 
ihe people uyk ¢eQGuitable and etiqient voice 
7. ihe leyislavure, and Lo proniote 
Lhe general welfare by wise, just 
and bumane laws. Wesolemuly declare and cite 
the unquestioned history. and the universal knowl- 
eag' of iiving men, in te: timony thereof, that the 
English government has existed in Ireland not to 
preserve tire lives of the governed, but to destroy 
‘hem. Entire commutities it has not only mMassa- 
cred by thesword, bul lo the asyiums of territied 

ymen, it las deliberately applied the blaziug 
oreh: into helpless towus it bas discharged deadly 
bombs and shells; through consecrated Crypts, 
where ace and iniancy sougnut sheiter, it Das sent its 
bloody butchers; the sacred persons of venerable 
priests it has stietched upvou the rack o@suspended 

ym the cibvet; puling babes have been impaled 
m the points cf its bayonets, because in 
inélr owl Wosyuds, its Clulssaries jike that Spori. lts 
gold bas beeu fuided in the land of the assassin and 
besrewarded the infamy of the perjured traitor. 


jts treacberous falsehoods have lured patriots to 
insuspected death. Asif the sword, cannon, torch, 
scaffold, dagger and explosives were not enough, it 
enjoys the unique infamy of being the only gov- 
erument known to ancient or modern times which 
hascinployed famine forthe destruction of those 
from woom it claimed allegiance, forcibly robbing 
the Irish people of the fruits of their own 
toil, produced by theirown iabor. It has buried 
nota hundred, not athousand, but more than a 
tuillion of the irish race, unshnrouded, uncoffined, 
lunthe graveof hunger. It bas mercilessly com- 
pelied Other maijlilons if COmpuisury poverty, to 
seek iu alien lands the bread they were entitied to 
intheirown. There isno form of crueity knowa 
to tae lowest savage which it bas not practiced on 
the Jrish people in the name of the highest civiliza- 


tion. ‘There is no device of fiendish ingenuily it 
has not adopwd to reduce their num- 
Der Within two years it has massacred 
children, and woman’s body has been the vicum 
of its licensed ruffians. There is no species of 
destructive atiack, however iusidious or vicient, 


ancicult or modern, rude or scientific, whether di- 
recved against life or matter iu any portion of the 
wiobe, for which its barbarities in ireland bave noi 
jurnished au example. There is noform of retalia- 
‘fon to which the despair of maduess mav resort, 
for which English cruelty in ireland is not ex 
ciusively respousid’e, 
THE RESOLUTIONS. 

After rehearsing at lengtua and in detail 
Engiland’s crim~-s against lreland, as general 
ized in the forex y1DY, the tirst clause of the

Resolved, That we sympatize with the laborers of 


Ireland in their efforts w improve their condiuon, ! 


and as we have sustained the farmers in their as- 
sauit — the landlord garrison, we now urge up- 
on the farmers justice and humane consideration for 
their laborers. In the words, for the employment 
of which an Irish member of parliament was-im- 
risoned, ‘‘we demand that the farmers allow the 
aborers a fair day's wages for a fair day's work.’’ 
Resolved, That, as the manufacturers of Great 
Britain are the chief source of her material great- 
ness—alceady declining under the influence of 
American eompetition—we earnestly counsel our 
countrymen in Ireland to buy nothing in Engiand 
which they can produce in Ireland, or procure 


to promote Irish manufacturers by encouraging 
their import into America, and to use our utmost 
endeaveur. by plain statements of fact and discrim- 
ination i patronage, to persuade American trades- 
men frcm keeping English goods on sale. 

Resolved, That an English ministry, ostenta- 
tiously liberal, has earned the contempt and de- 
testation of fair minded men throughout the 
world by imprisoning more than a thousand citi- 
zens of treland without accusation or trial, a 
number of whom were nebie hearted women en- 
gaged in works of mercy among the evicted victims 
of landiord rapaeity and English law. 

The oext resolution gives thanks to a number of 
Catholic clergymeu whoare named, for providing 
homes for Irish immigrants into the United States 
and ackis: ‘‘The people of Ireland are by-laws of 
Godand nature entitled to live by their labor in 
their native land, whose fertile soilis abundantly 
able to vourish them, but since brutal government 
compels a large pumber to emigrate, itis the duty 
of their countrymen to warn them against the 
snares of poverty in large cities and assist them in 
agricultural regions.’’ 

tesolved, That the — of the English govern- 
meutin first reducing the Irish peasantry tu abject 
overty, and then sending them penniless to the 
United States, dependentupon American charity, 
is unnatural, inbuman andan outrage upon the 
American government and people. We respectful- 
ly direct the attention of the United States govern- 
ment to this iniquity, to protest against its contin- 
uance, and toinstruct the officials who shall be 
chosen by this convention to present or protest to 
the presidentof the United States, and respectfully 
but firmly to urge upon the president that itis the 
duty of the government ot the United States to de- 
cline to support paupers, Whose pauperism began 
under und is the result of English misgovernment, 
and to demand of England thatshe send no more 
of her paupers to these shores, to become a burden 
upon the American people. — 

Concluding resolution is one of thanks to 
and cenfidence in Patrick Egan, whom it 
weicomes to Irish hearts and homes in Amer- 
ica. 

RESOLUTIONS DISCUSSED. 

The reading of the resolutions was inter- 
rupted by occasional bursts of hearty ap- 
plause. At the conclusion, Mr. Chadwick 
moved that the resolutions be discussed and 
adopted seriatim. Mr. Brown, of St. Louis 
moved as a substitute that they be adopted 
as read. Mr. Finerty, of Chicago, was then re- 
cognized. Hesaid: ‘I desire no more privileges 
than any oneelse. He hoped the gentlemen 
who had moved the substitute would have 
the decency to withdraw his motion. He 
had heard sentiments in these resolutions 
which he could not vote for without explana- 
tion. He was opposed to putting a court 
plaster on acarbuncle. He appealed to Mr. 
Brown to withdraw his substitute for the 
sake of Ireland, and said he(Finerty) would 
move to lay it on the table if it was not with- 
drawa. Mr. Brown should not be actuated 
by a desire of partisan triumph. Mr. Brown 
declining to withdraw his motion. Mr, Fin- 
erty's motion to lay it on the table was 
lost among cheers and hisses. Mr. 
Finerty is understood to be the spokesman 
of the reactionists. Mr. Brown then ex- 
plained that his motion was to expedite busi- 
ness, An excited debate ensued, a. dozen 
men trying to get the speaker’s eye. Mr. 
Dougherty, of Boston, called the previous 
question on the adoption of the resolutions. 
Mr. Sullivan, of Chicago, seconded it. Il ifty 
men were on their feet at once, and Mr. Fin- 
erty, of Chicago, said, ‘tare we going to be 
gagged here?’ Mr. linercy asked if a motion 
wo table the motion for the previous question 
was notin order. The chairman said ‘‘no.”’ 
“Then I decidedly differ with the chair,”’ 
said Congressman Finerty; and ejaculating, 
‘we bave no chance; it’s no use to try,’’ he 
satdown. The resolutions were tnen auopted, 

THE ORGANIZATION EFFECTED. 

The report of the committee Oh organiza- 
tion was then read as follows: 

Werereas, in the opinion of citizens of America 
and «canada, Irish aud of Irish descent, it is need- 
ful for the purposes hereinafter set forth that, siuk- 
ing ell private prejudice and creed distinctions, 
they do unite to secure this common eud, to bind 
thernselves together uuder the name and titie of 
“The brish National League of America.”’ 

Article 1. The objects of the Lrish national league 
of America are: 

Earnestly and actively to sustain the Irish na- 
tional] league in Ireland with moral and material 
aid in achieving self government for Lreland. 

2. To procure a clearer and more accurate under- 
standing by the American people offthe political, in 
dustrial and social'condition of Ireland, that they 
may see for themselves that their poverty is the 
resuit of centuries of tenant force and destructive 
legistation, and that, if permitted to make her 
own laws ou herown soil, she will demonstrate 
the posession of all the essential natural and ideal 
quatities for political utlovomy, benelicial alike to 
lreland aud ihe United Slates. 

Vo promote the development of manu facto- 
ries by encoursging their import into the United 
States; to promote the study of Irish history, pasi 
and present; io circulate carefully prepared Iitera- 
ture in schools and society, that the justice of the 
cduse may be thoroughly defended against igno- 
rance, malice and misrepresentauion. 

4. To encourage the study of the Irish language, 
the cultivation of Irish music,and an enlightened 
love of art, characteristics which made the past of 
our race bright amid darkness, and bave always se- 
cured for the Celt success aud renown in every 
ecvunutry in which he has had au equal opportunity 
with bis fellow. 

5 To hurt the enemy where he will feel it most, 
by refusing to purchase any article of English man- 
1) fa ture, and by using all Jegitimate intluences to 
discourage trademen trom keeping English manu- 
factiireson sale. 

6. To abolish sectional feeling, to destroy those 
baleful animosities of province and creed, which 
have been insidiously handed down by the enemy; 
to weave Clos-r the bond of racial pride and aftec- 
tior. and to keep alive a holy flame of Irish nation- 
ality, while performing faithfully the duties of 
American citizenship. 

see. 2. Theoflicers of the league shall be a presi 
dent, vice-president, treasurer and secretary. 
Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6, prescribe the manner 
in which the officers shall discharge their 
duties. 

Section 7. The governing body of the league 
shail consist of a president, a vice-president and 
eouncil, which shall be composed of one member 
frora each state, territory, the Vistrict of Columbia 
anc the Dominion of Canada, and which shall be 
elected by the national convention, and shell met 
at ieast once annually, the time and place for 
which shall be designated by the president. 

See, & The governing body shall meet at least 
once aunually, ata time and place heretofore pro- 
vided, and ehv!) frame an orgahization similar in 
character for each state end territory, an@ the do 
minion of Canada. They shall provide foy the gen- 
ere] welfare of the organization, and they saall have 
the power pecessary to promote the interests aud 
exend the organization and influence of the league. 
~ec. 9, The counci!shall appointof its number 
an executive. committee of seven, to be centrally 
located. forthe more effective administration of 
the affairs of the league, of which committee the 
president st all be ex ofiicio chairman. They shall 
me«ke such rules, regulations and by-laws as they 
shall deem best for the management and control of 
the finances of the league, aud their general cor- 
res pondence, and shall provide for the establishing 
of branch leagues, and the reception of sucieties. 
desiring to affilitate with the league, and shall make 
and publish such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary forthe formation, governmenta d ¢on- 
tre of the branch leagues, for the admission of such 
other organizations, as they desire to affiliate with 
th« league, and such council shall make such pro 
visions as may be, in their judgment, necessary for 
th:: formation of a state organization. 

sec. 10. The central council shall provide an 
evaiteble assessment of dues for each society 
league or branch affiliation, *or extraordinary as- 
sessments as may become necessary , by the « xegen- 


cics of the situation. 


4Aec, 11, Ail American Irish, and Irish-American 
societies, military benevolent. sOcial, literary, pa- 
triotic aud chariiable, may be Senrolied as subordi- 
nate branches of the officiating societies 
of ine national league, and they shall pay to the 
treasurer of the league a sum not less than one 
dollar per annum for every member in good rtand 
ing in such league, branch or officiating society 
the assessments to be made quarterly.

Mr. Sullivan came to the front of the stage 
and said he recognized that the voice of the 
people was the voice of God.

PRESIDENT SULLIVAN, 


The Headof the New [rish Movement-—His Life and 
Services. 

PHILApeLpuiaA, April 27.—Alexander Sul- 
livan, since to-day’s convention, one of the 
most prominent Irishmen in the world, is 
now 35 yerrs of age, and was born in Maine. 
He stumped the state of Michigan for the 
constitutional amendment giving negroes the 
right of suffrage, and was an 
active abolitionist. He was arepublican until 
1872, when, being a strong friend of Greeley, 
he supported the liberal movement and has 
since been a democrat. He studied law with 
Algernon S. Sullivan, of New York, and has 
been for a number of years in successful prac- 
tice in Chicago. 

AN OVATION TO EGAN. 
Congressman Martin A. Foran, of Cleve- 
land, presided over the meeting in honor of 
Patrick Egan, held in the academy of music 
this evening. About 2,000 persons were 
present. The stage was filled by notables, 
among whom were the leaders of the conven- 
tion of the day. Mr.. Egan was introduced 
and spoke briefly, and pleasantly, and made 
no reference to the convention. 
He ex pressed his hope and 
now confident belief, that Ireland 
will again become a nation. Among the 
speakers were Hon. Sam Randall, Alexander 
kK. McClure, of the Philadelphia Times. and 
President Alexander Sullivan. The la:ter 
spoke of Philadelphia as a city beloved by all 
liberty-loving people in the world. The new 
league meant no danger to American institu- 
tions. The Irish were a nation distinct from 
England and would always be as God had so 
made them. England had sentenced the 
lish to bea nation of paufers. The Irish 
need patience and organization. The man 
who, three thousand miles away from danger, 
is violent and reactionary in the methods he 
advocates, is more of help to the British op- 
pressors than if he were a red coat.

There iay his father across the 
single-tree, apparently dead, still holding the 
reins in his nerveless hands. The son tried 
hard to move the body and lift it into the 
wagon, but all his efforts were futile. Fortu- 
nately a party of men soon arrived and ren 
dered the necessary assistance. One of these 
was a physician, who made a 
hurried examination of the pros- 
trate man’s condition and_ ascertained 
that life was already extinct. The corpse 
was carried to aneighbor’s near at hand and 
word sent out that a foul murder had been 
committed. Vhe news spread rapidjy and 
crowds started out in all directions in quest 
of the fugitive murderer. They went pre- 
pared to lyneh him, and had they found him 
he would have been swung up to the nearest 
tree. The next morning Copeland, not 
dreaming that he was suspected of the crime, 
came to Walhalla boldly and talked as glibly 
as any one else concerning the homicide. At 
first he was not suspected by our towns- 
people, but some of his indiscreet utterances 
aroused the suspicion that he knew more 
about the killing than he wished to tell, and, 
when one of our policemen began cross- 
questioning him, became confused and excit- 
ed and told contradictory and inconsistent 
stories about his last meeting with the de- 
ceased.

MALARIA AND MALARIAL DISEASES. 

Dr. James H. Salisbury publishesin a re- 
cent number of the Scientific American the 
results of a minute, patient and thorough in- 
vestigation of the cause of malaria. He had 
the aid of all that scientific knowledge and 
mechanical skill could supply, and he gave 
years to the important subject. As the grand 
result of all bis work he tells us that the 
cause of the disease that afflicts no small por- 
tion of the country is found in a very small 
plant that prefers a newly-exposed, low-lying 
rich soil—a place, in other words, in the soil 
of aswampy section. He calls this enemy of 
mankind the ague-plant. It is never, he says, 
wanting where malarial fevers are found. It 


is often carried by the wind to consid- 
erable distances, producing’ in such 
cases the results characterize 
its place of germination. It sometimes 


remains suspended in the evening or early 
morning air, and wherever it thus exists dis- 
ease quickly follows. 

When first inhaled, says Dr. Salisbury, it 
causes in a few minutesa dry, feverish, con- 
stricted feeling in the mouth, fauces and 
throat, and the feeling soon extends down- 
ward to the bronchial and pulmonary s“*/- 
faces, producing in them a. constricte. 
feverish, heavy, congestive feeling and dull 
pain. The matter from the ague plant poisons 
the surfaces with which it comes in contact, 
and there seems to be an effort on the 
part of the exposed mucous surfaces to. close 
up their absorbent organs until this poisonous 
matter can be dislodged by the swallowing, 
hawking and spitting they excite. The only 
constant foreign bodies found in the expec- 
torations oi tiiose afflicted with the local 
symptoms here named, excited by walking 
over ague bogs, or by exposing one’s self to 
heavy night air of ague districts, are the 
minute uncellular particles of the ague plant. 
These particles excite local fever in the mu- 
cous surfaces, andatlength there is general 
fever of an intermittent or remittent type. 

Whether the reader accepis the doctor’s 
theory or not, his experiments can scarcely 
fail to be interesting. He produced disease 
in persons living many miles from districts 
afilicted with chills and fever, simply by 
exposing them to the emanations from cakes 
of boggy soil en which the villainous little 
ague plant was growing—this, too, on a high, 
hilly country, having a dry, sandy and rocky 
soil, on which there had never been a case of 
ague. ‘‘I here placed,” says the doctor, ‘‘six 
boxes of ague plants on the siil of, an open 
second-story window, opening into the sleep- 
ing apartments of two young men. On the 
twelfth day one of the young had 
a well-marked paroxysm of and 
on the fourteenth the other was taken 
down with the _ disease. Both had 
begun to fee! dull unnatural on the 
sixth day. AJl three stages of the paroxysms 
were well marked, the type being tertian.’’ 
The dector found the result “‘highly satisfac- 
tory,’ and repeated his experiment at another

What adds interest to this case 
is the fact that it occurred in winter, after the 
ground had been frozen and all danger of 
taking the disease oulside the house had 
ceased. It is inferred that the artificial 
warmth of the room had protracted the ague- 
plant’s period of summer growth. 

If Dr. Salisbury issure of his facts, if he 
can, in other words establish all that he states 
by actua! demonstration, it difficult to 
avoid an ecceptance of his theory. If we 
bave an azgue-plant it our swamps and rich 
lowlands, itis very important that we should 
know it. The stirring of such soil inSthe 
making of ditches or other work in the hot 
season of the year isa matter oflifeand death 
and if peeple can be brougit face to face with 
the direct cause of the disease in such cases.

and ifit were not for the metal schedule of 
the tariff, framed at the dictation of 
Pennsylvania, the three _ states would 
have scores of furnaces where they have one 
to-day. In the long run the iron industry 
must come to the three states, tariff or no 
tariff, dnd the movement is simply retarded 
by the artificial profits that Ohio and Penn- 
sylvaniaare generally able to wring outof* pro- 
tection.’ The handful of ironmasters in the 
south want “protection,” because it increases 
their profits; it enables a $134,000 furnace to 
make $84,000 in a single year; but the south- 
ern people do not want ‘‘protection,”’ because 
they want cheaper iron, and because they 
want the prosperity @that would attenda 
transfer of the iron industry to the states 
that nature intended as its home. 

But no one wants a sudden or damaging as- 
sault upon the mauufactures of any section of 
the country. Inthe matter of iron, for ex- 
ample, all raw material should be made free. 
This would not effect any ore bank in the 
south or at the north; for no ore is or would 
be imported except Bessemer ore, none of 
which or very little of which is found in this 
country. Itis said that there is only one 
mine in the country that turns out ore free 
enough of phosphorus to make good Bessemer 
steel. After raw materials are made free, the 
benefit should accrue to consumers by a grad- 
ual and reasonable reduction of 
duties on. the products of the 
materials in question. This reduction should 
have reference, of course, to the needs of the 
treasury. This is the extent of the doctrine 
that a majority of the people have demanded, 
and will continue to demand. No sane man 
expects free trade fora generation to come, 
but no man can honestly and intelligently 
object to free raw materials and a correspond- 
ing reduction in the tariff on manufactured 
articles, keeping in view always the revenue 
that the government cannot get along with- 
out,

with a late invention for arresting 
the smoke and dust.

BEFORE THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Dy Presents His Petition and Addresses the 
City Couneli in Called Session—Colonel 
Gieun Replies in Behalf of the City. 


There was a called session of the city council yes. 
terday afternoon. 
Goodwin's office and was called to order by that of. 
ficial. Mayor Goodwin stated that the meeting had 
been called by him for the purpose of considering a 
petition from the Gate City Gas Light company. 
The petition was then read by City Clerk Goldsmith 
and asked the city council for the privilege of lay- 
ing pipes and mains along the various streets of At- 
lanta upon which the company desired to do busi- 
ness. At the conclusion of the reading of the peti- 
tion Colone!) Hoge, attorney for the 
company, addressed the council urging 
the body to comply with the request presented. 
Colonel Hoge said that the Gate City Gas Light 
company had been chartered by the state legisia- 
ture in 1875, and that it claimed only such rights as 
were guaranteed to it my that charter. As the 
company’s attorney he felt certain that no member 
of the council would deny them the right to sink 
their pipes and mains, provided they left the streets 
traversed by these pipes and mains in as good a 
condition as they found them. This he expressed 
the company’s determination todo. Colonel Hoge 


then spoke of the rights given the Atlanta Gas 
Light company, and asserted that the existence of 
the new company would’ give Atlanta 
cheaper gas and better gas. Heclosed his remarks 
by avowing theGate City company’s intention to 
give Atlanta a gas fifty per cent better than she has 
now, and that, too. at fifty per cent less cost. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Hoge's remarks 
Councilman Gray arose an said: 
“in order to get the question 
fairly before this body. I move that the petition 
— for be granted.’’ The motion received a sec- 
onda, 

Couneilman Gray then asked for the names of 
the officers and directors of the Gate City:Gas Light 
company. : 

Wuionel Hoge responded by saying that the presi- 
dent was Mr. Osgood Welsh, of Philadelphia; the 
secretary was Mr. W. E. Lawton. of New York, and 
the directors were Messrs. Welsh, Lawton, Sherman, 
Foreacre and Hoge. The colonel then continued 
by saying that the company hafl erected its build- 
ings and had the pipe ready to lay. 

Colonel ‘Tom Gienn, as attorney for the Atianta 
Gas Light company addressed the council and re- 
quested the body to refuse the petition. He stated 
that the city of Atlanta owned one-third interest 
inthe Atlaata Gas Light company, and that that 
interest amounted to about $92,000 He hardly 
thought that the city council would injure one of her 
best pieces of property by creating an opposition 
unless that opposition could show thatit would do 
the city some amount of good equal to the loss she 
would sustain. Colonel Glenn felt sure Colonel 
Hoge knew nothing about making gas—especially 
the kind of gasthen under cousideration—vbut df 


cent proposition he felt sure the council would see 
him through. 

Alderman Lowry followed Colonel Glenn. He, 
too, considered Atlansa’s gas+tock one of her best 
investments, and was averse to injuring that stock 
by making an opposition. He knew by a thorough 
investigation of the case that the Atlanta Gaslight 
coni pany was gradually reducing its price, and felt 
sure that no company could compete with itin 
quality of light or price. He stated that he wasone 
of the first persons in Atlanta to confer with Mr. 
Sherman when the new company was about to be 
inaugurated. He stated that there was in existence 
—among gaslight companies—such a thing as a 
*‘wrecker,’’ and that the result of second gas- 
ligh. companies in cities was amalgam: 
ation, and that this union of the two factions was 
certain to create a loss somewhere. Alderman 
Lowry expressed the highest regard for the gentle- 
mel composing the new company, and said that 
if they would deposit good security to give a 50 per 
cent, better light for 50 per cent. less money, he 
would vote for it, otherwise he would oppese it 
with his vote and voice. 

Councilman Kyan offered as a snbstitute to 
Councilman Gray's wotion that the entire question 
be referred to the gas commitice fur a thorough in- 
vestigation. 

Algerman Lowry seconded the motion and asked 
that the committee have power to send for papers 
and examine witnesses,

emicals on Fire Create a Ulig Excitement at Walter 
Taylor's lirug Store. 

Considetable excitment was created yesterday 
afternoon about three o’ciock at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Marietta streets. Inalarge roomin the 
rear of Walter A. Taylor’s drug store, on the corner 
of Peachtree and Decatur street, Taylor’s premium 
cologne is made. Yesterday afternoon two large 
vesselg were filled with the ingredients for making 
the cologne, and were placed over an al- 
coholic flame to be brought toa boil. The person 
who was delegated to watch the cotnpound failed 


tu attend to his duty, and aftera certain degree of 
heat had been attained the mixture began to flow 
over the edges of the vesseland to drip down te- 
wards the fire. Almost as quickly as it touched the 
blaze the entire contents of the vessel were one 
flame. The blaze wasa bright brilliant one andthe 
women who were engaged in the room. became 
panic stricken and began scieaming at the top of 
their voices, Their cries were Beard by Mr. 
Claude Griffin, Mr. Taylor’s book-keeper, aud in- 
stantiy that gentleman ran to the scene of the con- 
flagration, and grabbing one of the burning Vessels, 
sturted out with it. When near the door of the 
room he was met by others who were drawn thither 
by the cries for help, and by whose aid the flames 
were extinguished before tney had been communi- 
cated to the building. Thé cries and the bright 
flames were heard and seen for blocks around, and 


corner. The fire alarm was sounded, and 
before the bell ceased ringing the box 


from which it came the fire brigade was upon the 


scene ready for work. About the burning there 
seemed tobe something awful, and even after it 
had been aunounced that the fire was cut, the 


crowd: surged back and forth, refusing to leave the 
place as if they expected tosee the flames shoot up- 
ward again, or to see a lifeless, charred body 
brought forth.

Master Willie 
Mathews, a> fourteen-year-old lad, was badly 
burned about the hands. He saw Mr.

This extinguished 

the fire. The fingers of hisright hand were terribly 

burnt.

The Chaste Address ofa Gallant Confederate Captain 
eon Memorlal Duy. 

The chaste and eloquent remarks of Colonel John 
Milledge at Oakland cemetery in the decoration of 
the graves of the confederate dead has called forth 
such words ef praise as to demand its being put 
in permanentform. The poem was the production 
of Colonel Milledge’s sister, a lady of rare genius, 
After being introduced by Colonel Luckie, Colonel 
Miliedge said: , 5 ie 

‘‘Ladies of the Memorial Association and Fellow 
Countrymen: Before commencing the few remarks 
i shall make. allow me to read the following liues 
written by one who loved the lost cause and all 
who fougbtinitsdefense:’’ The speaker reada 
beautifui ode dedicated to ‘‘the bereaved mothers 
of hero brothers,’’ which was received with mark- 


ed’approval, and continued as follows:  ‘‘Kigh- 
teen years have passed since the confederate 
Cross welt down into the blackness 


of despair to the peopie of the south. For, amid 
the wreck of homes desolated, hopes blasted and 
hearts broken, we of the south had butlittle leftof 
the proud patrimony which once was ours, save 
the hervic record of our soldiers, the honor of our 
men,the virtue of our women,and the graves of our 
martyred dead. For eighteen years the gentile 
dews of spring, the rays of the summer’s sun, the 
leaves of autumn, and the snows and frosts of 
winter have fallen upon these sacred mounds, and 
each year, as nature breaking from the icy grave of 
winter has been resurrected into newness’ of 
life mid the budding of trees, the perfume of 
flowers and the singing of birds, the 
people of the south have come from mountain side 
and shaded valley, from city, hamlet and field 
with one accord: men and women, youths and 
maidens aud little children, too, with gariands in 
their haids and sad memories in their hearts to lay 
their trivute on the graves of the coufederate dead. 
These graves are ours, sadly and peculiarly ours, 
oursalone. Novation claims them now. ‘The flag 
these heroes followed in the hour of victory and 
around which they rallied in the hour of defeat is 
furled forever and lives. only in the hearts of those 
whe lovedit. And as weeome todo honor to the 
noble on 8s who rest bere, who of all 
the men at ihe north would deny 
us if they could, this sad occasion? Believe me, 
my friends, if any such there be, they are not to be 
found among those who met in manly contest—on 
the fieid of deadly conflict, our loved ones who lie 
buried here. No, the true soldier does not live 
who would look with scorn, derision or hate upon 
the grave of his fallen foe, who in life was ‘‘ta foe- 
man, worthy of his steel Nay, some of those Who 
wore blue are here with us to-day—all honor to 
them. gWhilst we stand .beside these graves our 
hearts are stirred with dearest emotions. When we 
recall how these noble ones died—some from the 


hospital, where from disease or wounds they lin- 


gered weary days aud weeks in agony until 
they breathed their last. How some met 
their death midst the terrible scene of the 


battlefield, where the roar of cannon, the crash of 


shot and shell, the whistle of the death dealing 
bullet, the shrieks of the wounded and dying, 
mingling with the defiant confederate yell of 


chargivg regiments, were the last sounds they heard 
onearth. In an instapt they died with no lines or 
message to loved ones at home, nor for a prayer to 
their God. The mangled,bleeding form, prostrate in 
the dust of field, was ail that was lefton earth of 
‘somebody's darling’’—somebody who far away in 
a distant home, with breaking heart, was watching 
and waiting for tidings of the battle. Others 


wounded fell and lingered until the tide of battle 
swept beyond them and left them on the field with 
just enough of life to know the agony they suffered 
and yet so nearly dead as to defy the surgevu's skill. 
They lay until the sun went down as red as bicod 
through the dust and smoke of the battle, and the 
leng!:hening shadows deepened into night with no 
watches there save the starsin the quietsky looking 
with pitying eyes upou them until the ange! of 
death hovered over them and bore them beyond the 
stars—we trust to rest and to God.;> In scenes like 
these those who rest in yonder graves yielded their 
livesin defense of our homes aid our firesides. 
And shall itever be that the people of the south 
wili forget to do them honor’? Shall it ever be 
that the only veice to speak a tribute to those noble 
men shall be the mute tongue of the granite shaft 
as it-points toheaven? God forbid. : 

Fathers, teach it w your sons. Mothers, tell the 
story to your fair daughters. So that when we are 
rone: when the last confederate veteran has fol- 
owed Lee and Jackson across the dark river and 
laid him down to rest ‘neath the treeson the otner 
side, the halo of glory that encfreled these graves 
shajl beam brtghter and brighter until one day in 
the future, when the prejudices and passions inci- 
dent to the great struggle in which they fell 
shall have passed away; when the gaping 
wound lefiin the hearts and homes of ihe north 
and south shall have been healed by the gente 
band of time, then the great American nation— 
towering as it will far above al! other nations of the 
earth; nuited at home; inviucibie from abroad shall 
speak with a voice to be heard from the mountains 
of Maine tothe Gulf of Mexico; from the ocean 
that washes Virginia’s shore to the waters tbat 
surge upon the rocks of California, and say: All 
these heroic dead are my children, all that wore 
the gray 8 well as those that wore the biue, alike 
they shine, bright stars in the crowh of my glory.
